* A remarkable volume, showing that this, the first English his- 


tory, was carefully read and digested by the well-known classical 
scholar Isaac Casaubon, who though he lived chiefly at Geneva 
and Paris was invited to England in 1610, and lived there till 
his death in 1614, when he was buried in Westminster Abbey. 

What Casaubon has done is to take the unwieldy volume 
of nearly 1000 pages, and underline all that interested him, 
supplying the subject in the margin and occasionally adding 
a note, as on pp. 125, 339 (about the Wandering Jew). On 
the title-page and the page preceding he has crowded about a 
hundred references and their subjects in a kind of conspectus 
for rapid use—many of which recur as extracts in his manu- 
script Adversaria, which still exist. The signature in the lower 
right margin of the title-page appears to be entirely genuine, 
though in his letters Casaubon never allowed himself to use, as 
here, the contraction for ws in his Christian name Jsaacus. He 
certainly possessed this Zurich edition, for he quotes the page- 
numbers in his Adversaria, and Paris is made use of in his 
De Inbertate Ecclesiastica and in his anti-Baronian treatises. 
The book well shows his methods of reading and annotating 
large works in an unfamiliar field, and of supplying the place 
of the index he needed: for no scholar at that time, willingly 
relied on a printed index. 

Two other owners have written in the volume, one writing in 
English in a thick hand (see pp. 11, 224), the other of no 
importance.

LETTERS IN EXISTENCE; it is in reality the record of the 
erowth of Darwin’s theories communicated in great detail to the 
man whom Darwin regarded as his master, and of whom he says in 
these letters “I have long wished, to acknowledge more plainly than 
by mere references, how much I geologically owe to you,” and who 
was his great scientific friend until his death. The letters show in 
detail not only the accumulation of facts andtheories on such matters 
as coral islands, the catastrophic theory of geology which Lyell and 
he succeeded in finally subverting, hybridisation of orchids and 
other plants, barnacles, volcanic action and continental extension, 
and numberless smaller aspects of Nature in which they were 
jointly interested ; BUT IT ALSO SHOWS MORE FULLY THAN WOULD 


. OTHERWISE BE POSSIBLE THE GRADUAL GROWTH OF HIS THEORY 


oF NATURAL SELECTION, which induced Darwin to publish—at 
Lyell’s suggestion—the “Origin of Natural Species,” the work 
which has done more to promote the progress of science than any 
other book in the last 150 years. 


From the beginning of the correspondence there are hints as to 
his views on natural selection: in May, 1856, in answer to Lyell’s 
suggestions : 


I hardly know what to think: to give a fair sketch would be absolutely 
impossible, for every proposition requires such an array of facts; if I were 
to do anything it could only refer to the main agency of change, Selection. 
He mentions his pigeon-breeding experiments and his hybridisation, “so 
that I have entered on my subject in earnest.” 

Later: “I am working steadily at my big book; I have found it quite 
impossible to publish any preliminary essay or sketch.” ‘Then Wallace 
sent him an essay of his own on the same subject which nearly prevented 
him from publishing the book. “I never saw a more striking coincidence : 
if Wallace had my MS. sketch written out in 1842 he could not have 
made a better short abstract! Even his terms stand as heads of my 
chapters ... So all my originality, whatever it may amount to, will be 
smashed. Though my book, if it will ever have any value, will not be 
deteriorated, as all the labour consists in the application of the theory.” 
He mentions that he had already sent sketches of his view to Hooker &

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He then becomes more confident of his views and writes: “In future I 
cannot doubt about their admittance, and our posterity will marvel as 
much about the current belief as we do about shells having been thought 
to be created as we now see them.” Lyell magnificently fell in with 
Darwin’s views: “I honour you most sincerely—to have maintained in the 
position of master, one side of a question for 30 years and then deliberately 
give it up is a fact to which I much doubt whether the records of 
science offer a parallel.’ ‘There .are numerous letters on various 
questions of publication. "Then comes his success: ‘‘ Murray sold whole 

. edition the first day to the trade. He wants new edition INSTANTLY, and 
this utterly confounds me.” ‘I never even built a castle-in-the-air of 
such success as it has met with.” 


AFTER THIS THERE FOLLOWS A SERIES OF LETTERS THE VALUE 
OF WHICH IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO OVERESTIMATE, NAMELY THE 
RECORD OF THE CRITICISMS OF HIS THEORY FROM THE GREAT 
SCIENTISTS OF THE TIME AND HIS DETAILED ANSWERS TO THEIR 
THEORIES AS SET OUT TO LYELL, a running fire of criticism and 
answer that occupied at least the next ten years of his life. 

Numerous people wished to translate his work, and he mentions parti- 
cularly the French, German, and Dutch translations. ‘“‘ Among others, 
Kingsley sent in a note to me, had capital paragraphs on such notions as 
mine being not opposed to a high conception of the Deity.” 

The storm of criticism from every quarter can only be adequately 
realised from reading this amazing series of letters, probably the most 
complete and most valuable scientific correspondence in existence. 

The last two or three years of the correspondence are occupied with 
his researches on Drosera, and the expansion of theories put forward in 
his early work: “A nice mess I made of Glen Roy” he says; but on 
re-reading his book on Coral Atolls: “I am astonished at my own 
accuracy; if I were to rewrite now my coral book, there is hardly a 
sentence I should have to alter.’ Apart from the scientific, there are 

other interests in his letters: he tells Lyell of his meetings with varijus 
celebrities of the day; he dines with Warterton, “ was an amusing strange 
fellow—party consisted of two catholic priests and two Mulatresses.”

What Casaubon has done is to take the unwieldy volume 
of nearly 1000 pages, and underline all that interested him, 
supplying the subject in the margin and occasionally adding 
a note, as on pp. 125, 339 (about the Wandering Jew). On 
the title-page and the page preceding he has crowded about a 

_ hundred references and their subjects in a kind of conspectus 
for rapid use—many of which recur as extracts in his manu- 
script Adversaria, which still exist. The signature in the lower 
right margin of the title-page appears to be entirely genuine; 
though in his letters Casaubon never allowed himself to use, as 
here, the contraction for ws in his Christian name Jsaacus. He 
certainly possessed this Zurich edition, for he quotes the page- 
numbers in his Adversaria, and Paris is made use of in his 
De Lnbertate Ecclesiastica and in his anti-Baronian treatises. 
The book well shows his methods of reading and annotating 
large works in an unfamiliar field, and of supplying the place 
of the index he needed: for no scholar at that time, willingly 
relied on a printed index.

Rather than he should do so it was better 
he should resign: and if he failed, fail without fault of his own ... 
He resigns his Governorship. He says that the mode in which he has 
been assailed by enemies, and betrayed by the Government shew that he 
is not the man to carry this Colony by the cordial aid of the Mother 
Country through a difficult state of things. Colborne will repress the 
insurrection if there is to be one...

man whom Darwin regarded as his master, and of whom he says im , y. ¥ 
these letters “ I have long wished, to acknowledge more plainly than I ? hAt 
by mere references, how much I geologically owe to you,” and who¥#Q/WY“" 


was his great scientific friend until his death. The letters show in 
detail not only the accumulation of facts and theories on such matters 
as coral islands, the catastrophic theory of geology which Lyell and 
he succeeded in finally subverting, hybridisation of orchids and 
other plants, barnacles, voleanic action and continental extension, 
and numberless smaller aspects of Nature in which they were 
jointly interested ; BUT IT ALSO SHOWS MORE FULLY THAN WOULD 
OTHERWISE BE POSSIBLE THK GRADUAL GROWTH OF HIS THEORY 
OF NATURAL SELECTION, which induced Darwin to publish—at 
Lyell’s suggestion—the “Origin of Natural Species,” the work 
which has done more to promote the progress of science than any 
other book in the last 150 years. 


From the beginning of the correspondence there are hints as to 
his views on natural selection: in May, 1856, in answer to Lyell’s 
suggestions : 


I hardly know what to think: to give a fair sketch would be absolutely 
impossible, for every proposition requires such an array of facts; if I were 
to do anything it could only refer to the main agency of change, Selection. 
He mentions his pigeon-breeding experiments and his hybridisation, “so 
that I have entered on my subject in earnest.” 

Later: “I am working steadily at my big book; I have found it quite 
impossible to publish any preliminary essay or sketch.” Then Wallace 
sent him an essay of his own on the same subject which nearly prevented 
him from publishing the book. “I never saw a more striking coincidence : 
if Wallace had my MS. sketch written out in 1842 he could not have 
made a better short abstract! Even his terms stand as heads of my 
chapters ... So all my originality, whatever it may amount to, will be 
smashed. Though my book, if it will ever have any value, will not be 
deteriorated, as all the labour consists in the application of the theory.” 
He mentions that he had already sent sketches of his view to Hooker & 
Gray. And writes to ask if he should after all publish his book. Lyell 
persuaded him to persevere: Darwin then had an idea of publishing his 
abstract—and sends Lyell a proposed title-page, which is in this album.

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He then becomes more confident of his views and writes: “In future I 
cannot doubt about their admittance, and our posterity will marvel as 
much about the current belief as we do about shells having been thought 
to be created as we now see them.” Lyell magnificently fell in with 
Darwin’s views: “I honour you most sincerely—to have maintained in the 
position of master, one side of a question for 30 years and then deliberately 
give it up is a fact to which I much doubt whether the records of 
science offer a parallel.’ ‘There are numerous letters on various 
questions of publication. ‘Then comes his success: “Murray sold whole 
edition the first day to the trade. He wants new edition INSTANTLY, and 
this utterly confounds me.” “TI never even built a castle-in-the-air of 
such success as it has met with.” 


AFTER THIS THERE FOLLOWS A SERIES OF LETTERS THE VALUE 
OF WHICH IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO OVERESTIMATE, NAMELY THE 
RECORD OF THE CRITICISMS OF HIS THEORY FROM THE GREAT 
SCIENTISTS OF THE TIME AND HIS DETAILED ANSWERS TO THEIR 
THEORIES AS SET OUT TO LYELL, a running fire of criticism and 
answer that occupied at least the next ten years of his life. 

Numerous people wished to translate his work, and he mentions parti- 
cularly the French, German, and Dutch translations. “ Among others, 
Kingsley sent in a note to me, had capital paragraphs on such notions as 
mine being zot opposed to a high conception of the Deity.” 

The storm of criticism from every quarter can only be adequately 
realised from reading this amazing series of letters, probably the most 
complete and most valuable scientific correspondence in existence. 

The last two or three years of the correspondence are occupied with 
his researches on Drosera, and the expansion of theories put forward in 
his early work: “A nice mess I made of Glen Roy” he says; but on 
re-reading his book on Coral Atolls: “I am astonished at my own 
accuracy; if I were to rewrite now my coral book, there is hardly a 
sentence I should have to alter.” Apart from the scientific, there are 

other interests in his letters: he tells Lyell of his meetings with various 
celebrities of the day; he dines with Warterton, “was an amusing strange 
fellow—party consisted of two catholic priests and two Mulatresses.”

* A remarkable volume, showing that this, the first English his- 


tory, was carefully read and digested by the well-known classical 
scholar Isaac Casaubon, who though he lived chiefly at Geneva 
and Paris was invited to England in 1610, and lived there till 
his death in 1614, when he was buried in Westminster Abbey. 

What Casaubon has done is to take the unwieldy volume 
of nearly 1000 pages, and underline all that interested him, 
supplying the subject in the margin and occasionally adding 
a note, as on pp. 125, 339 (about the Wandering Jew). On 
the title-page and the page preceding he has crowded about a 
hundred references and their subjects in a kind of conspectus 
for rapid use—many of which recur as extracts in his manu- 
script Adversarwa, which still exist. The signature in the lower 
right margin of the title-page appears to be entirely genuine, 
though in his letters Casaubon never allowed himself to use, as 
here, the contraction for ws in his Christian name Jsaacus. He 
certainly possessed this Zurich edition, for he quotes the page- 
numbers in his Adversaria, and Paris is made use of in his 
De Libertate Hecclesiastica and in his anti-Baronian treatises. 
The book well shows his methods of reading and annotating 
large works in an unfamiliar field, and of supplying the place 
of the index he needed: for no scholar at that time, willingly 
relied on a printed index. 

Two other owners have written in the volume, one writing in 
English in a thick hand (see pp. 11, 224), the other of no 
importance.

A. L.s., 1837-1874, To SiR CHarLes LYELL; very few are 
under 4 pp. in length, and many run to 8 or more pp. (a few 
of the latest letters are partially dictated) 


UNQUESTIONABLY THE FINEST SERIES OF DARWIN 
LETTERS IN EXISTENCE; it is in reality the record of the 
growth of Darwin’s theories communicated in great detail to the 
man whom Darwin regarded as his master, and of whom he says in 
these letters “I have long wished, to acknowledge more plainly than 
by mere references, how much I geologically owe to you,” and who 
was his great scientific friend until his death. The letters show in 
detail not only the accumulation of facts and theories on such matters 
as coral islands, the catastrophic theory of geology which Lyell and 
he succeeded in finally subverting, hybridisation of orchids and 
other plants, barnacles, voleanic action and continental extension, 
and numberless smaller aspects of Nature in which they were 
jointly interested ; BUT IT ALSO SHOWS MORE FULLY THAN WOULD 
OTHERWISE BE POSSIBLE THE GRADUAL GROWTH OF HIS THEORY 
OF NATURAL SELECTION, which induced Darwin to publish—at 
Lyell’s suggestion—the “Origin of Natural Species,” the work 
which has done more to promote the progress of science than any 
other book in the last 150 years. 


From the beginning of the correspondence there are hints as to 
his views on natural selection: in May, 1856, in answer to Lyell’s 
suggestions : 


I hardly know what to think: to give a fair sketch would be absolutely 
impossible, for every proposition requires such an array of facts; if I were 
to do anything it could only refer to the main agency of change, Selection. 
He mentions his pigeon-breeding experiments and his hybridisation, “so 
that I have entered on my subject in earnest.” 

Later: “I am working steadily at my big book; I have found it quite 
impossible to publish any preliminary essay or sketch.” ‘Then Wallace 
sent him an essay of his own on the same subject which nearly prevented 
him from publishing the book. “I never saw a more striking coincidence : 
if Wallace had my MS. sketch written out in 1842 he could not have 
made a better short abstract! Even his terms stand as heads of my 
chapters ... So all my originality, whatever it may amount to, will be 
smashed. ‘Though my book, if it will ever have any value, will not be 
deteriorated, as all the labour consists in the application of the theory.” 
He mentions that he had already sent sketches of his view to Hooker & 
Gray. And writes to ask if he should after all publish his book. Lyell 
persuaded him to persevere: Darwin then had an idea of publishing his 
abstract—and sends Lyell a proposed title-page, which is in this album. 
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He then becomes more confident of his views and writes: “In future I 
cannot doubt about their admittance, and our posterity will marvel as 
much about the current belief as we do about shells having been thought 
to be created as we now see them.” Lyell magnificently fell in with 
Darwin’s views: “I honour you most sincerely—to have maintained in the 
position of master, one side of a question for 30 years and then deliberately 
give it up is a fact to which I much doubt whether the records of 
science offer a parallel.’ ‘There are numerous letters on various 
questions of publication. ‘Then comes his success: ‘‘Murray sold whole 
edition the first day to the trade. He wants new edition INSTANTLY, and 
this utterly confounds me.” “I never even built a castle-in-the-air of 
such success as it has met with.” 


AFTER THIS THERE FOLLOWS A SERIES OF LETTERS THE VALUE 
OF WHICH IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO OVERESTIMATE, NAMELY THE 
RECORD OF THE CRITICISMS OF ‘HIS THEORY FROM THE GREAT 
SCIENTISTS OF THE TIME AND HIS DETAILED ANSWERS TO THEIR 
THEORIES AS SET OUT TO LYELL, a running fire of criticism and 
answer that occupied at least the next ten years of his life. 

Numerous people wished to translate his work, and he mentions parti- 
cularly the French, German, and Dutch translations. “‘ Among others, 
Kingsley sent in a note to me, had capital paragraphs on such notions as 
mine being zot opposed to a high conception of the Deity.” 

The storm of criticism from every quarter can only be adequately 
realised from reading this amazing series of letters, probably the most 
complete and most valuable scientific correspondence in existence. 

The last two or three years of the correspondence are occupied with 
his researches on Drosera, and the expansion of theories put forward in 
his early work: ‘A nice mess I made of Glen Roy” he says; but on 
re-reading his book on Coral Atolls: “I am astonished at my own 
accuracy; if I were to rewrite now my coral book, there is hardly a 
sentence I should have to alter.” Apart from the scientific, there are 

other interests in his letters: he tells Lyell of his meetings with various 
celebrities of the day; he dines with Warterton, “ was an amusing strange 
fellow—party consisted of two catholic priests and two Mulatresses.”

I have found one climate in which I can enjoy life. Even Honolulu 
is too cold for me; But the south isles were a heaven upon earth to a 
poor catarrhal party like John’s one. We think, as Taheiti is too complete 
a banishment, to try Madeira. It’s only a week from England, good 
communications; and I suspect in climate and scenery not unlike my own 
dear islands: in people, alas, there can be no comparison. But friends 
can go; and I could come in summer; so I should not be quite cut off. 
Lloyd and I have finished a story, The Wrong Box. If it is not funny, 
I am sure I don’t know what is. I have split writing it. Since I have 
been here, I have been toiling like a galley slave: three numbers of 
The Master [of Ballantrae] to rewrite; five chapters of the Wrong Box 
to write and rewrite; and about five hundred lines of a romantic poem 
to write, rewrite and rerewrite. Now I have the Master waiting me for 
its continuation. 2 numbers more; when that’s done I shall breathe, 
this spasm of activity has been chequered with champagne parties.

Being the record of his own family, the Engineers and Light- 
house-Builders, of which he says in a letter 


“ After all I am writing this for my own pleasure solely.” 


The writing of this book was a labour of love, and he spent a great 
deal of time and careful research in the making of it; as is so well 
shown by the numbers of different drafts which accompany the completed 
manuscript. He often mentions it in his letters: ‘“ Well, I have left fiction 
wholly, and gone to my grandfather, and on the whole found peace ... 
I like biography far better than fiction myself. In biography you have 
your little handful of facts, little bits of a puzzle, and you sit and think, 
and fit them together this way and that ... And it’s real soothing, and 
when done gives an idea of finish to the writer that is very peaceful ... 
There are pages in these books that may seem nothing to the reader; but 
you remember what they were, you know what they might have been.” 


Folder 1 contains the Manuscript used in printing the book, 
consisting of the Introduction and three Chapters (60 pp.), there 
are half-page deletions and marginal extracts that do not appear in

| and 2, 16 pp.; six Drafts of the same, 12 pp., with a sheet of 
memoranda; complete Draft of Section 3 and an ending to

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Chapter III (beginning), 2 pp., and the remainder of the Chapter, 
2 pp. 
All the Manuscript is autograph, and all has numerous deletions, 
corrections and marginal memoranda.

Stevenson, presentation copy to Lord Pitmilly, from the Commis- 
sioners of the Northern Lighthouses, for whom the book was 
written. From this book R. L. Stevenson took the account of 
the building of the Lighthouse, which is printed in the “Records.”
